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DRANATIC SKETCHES—No. 1.

The Prompter—Long-delayed Tribute to
an Old Publio Functlonary.

Feople bave very vagne notlons sbout the (nternal
ecopomy of & thoatre. The most refreshing igno-
rance upon atage mattors s constantly shown by
men who are fully abreast of every other toplo.
Professional people even—lawyers, doctors, news-
paper men—peisons whom we know ©o have a
frained eye and intelligence, swallow the old
fablea gravely, and puzzie the actor whom
they may ohance to ment with the owl-like
sagacily of their theatrical views, That
the stage 18 a kind of sealed region does
not altogether expiain this ignoranoe;
for althongn “no admittance” Is the rale, yet the
mystie ground can nevertheless be approached, in
some way, by almost any ono who oarea enough
about 16 to press the wmatter, Further, we are
Sure that there I8 not the same Ignorance Among
actors of the practice. of other professions, Not
that aoturs have often the knowledge neceasary to
the practice eof, say. law or medicine, but they
know the roles of these profesgions—of college
1ife, of debate, eto.—betteér than lawyers or doctors
know the order of an acter's e, and thig, notwith-
atanding that the Bar Association and the Disseot-
ing Room are almost a8 much unknown ground as
the region Behind the Scenes. We lntend from time
to time Lo do what In us lles towards putting an im-
perfectly understood subject in its true light,

I, In furtherance of this idea, we speak firat of all
of the prompter, 1t 18 not becpuse we think that that
individual, indispensable though he I8, ranksa all his
stage companions In Imporiance. But his position
ia one that is least of all generally naderatood. We
long ago made & vow that Il any enterprising puab-
lisher ever gave uanshow on this subject the
prompter should have justive, Let ns see, then,
what is the extent of hie clalm on the amusement-
seéeklug public.

We piaert that the prompter I8 the hardest-worked
mae in the theatre. The actors are all off of many
soenes, and are soverally entirely out of the casta of
some plays, but the prompter is an essentinl part of
eéach scene in every plece, day in and night out,
The amount of wearineas that this lndoces I8 hardly
0 be appreciated by the lnoky Individaals who have
never tried it, The attention I8 Incessantly on the
ptretch. To relax the tension for a single Inswant
(we speak now of performance) might be to lnvolve
a soene in Inextrioable comfusion. The welght of
this responsibility is on the prompter from the time
the curtain rises until it falls, and it 18 as tirlng as
the playing of & heavy part.

There are, to be sure, some gradations in this
anxiety. 'The prompter grows to know the material
of his company, which members of it are surest
footed and which are the most liable to *stick ;" and
although, If he I8 & trosty man, he will follow all
with a ke fidelity, yet as regards his own comfort
the diference of material {8 Important. The best
actors, It may be slated, are very often the most
nervous, and, although really perfect in their parts,
require the prompter's constant watchfulness ; while
the respectable dullards of the stage are not seldom
“dead-letter” actors, and could of themselves en-
tirely dispense with any assistance,

The common idea I8 that the prompter's work at
night constitutes his entire labor. Never was
there a greater error, for irkyome though it is, It 1s
the least part of his duty. During all the long and
tiresome rehearsals he must hold his book as vigi-
lantly as at night, For other people there are rest
and hollday, but not for him, In very many cases he
is virtually stage manager. He not only follows the
dialogue, but he directs the ‘‘business” as the rehear-
Bal procecds. The small people of the piece, the
corpa de ballst,ete,, are especiully nnder his direction,
even when the atage manager actively condnoets the
rehearsal, which a8 we have intimated he does not
do at all, very frequently, The rehearsal 15 a con-
stant fret and worry to the prompter, for {f the plece
is not properly digested In the morning there will be
most assuredly a serles of blunders at night,

More than this, the prompter's day work does not
by any means end with the rehearsal. There are
multitudinons demands upon him from the stage
hands as well as from the actors. He has, for In-
gtance, to draw out for the chlef carpenter a list—or
fiplot" as It Is called—of the varions scenery to be set
for the evening’s performance, He followe to a cer-
taln extent the traditions of the theatre in this task,
bat it requires, too, good judgment and a thoreugh
knowledge of the resources of the stage he {8 work-
ing. The “plot” must be made out with detalled
exactness; everything nesded In every sccas must
be particularized and its exaot position assigued,
This I8 all-important, for with the exceptional occa~
slons when new scenery I8 paloted for & play the
Boemea are not often set  at  rehoarssl,
or at least not perfectly, There are some things
that saus! be, and this {8 one of them.

In the matter of properties, also, is the
prompter directly responsible. “Properties” Is
the generic name for all small articles
used by the actors In the course of perform-
ance, They are of (nfinite varlety, and the
person whose business it 18 to make, provide, and
take care of them (of whom we may speak more
fully on a future occaslon) s one of the lostitu-
tions of the theatre., The prompter, In addl-
tion to his scenc-plot, must also draw out
a property-plot, detalling with exaciness
all the “props" required for the plece or pleces to be
acted at might, explaining where they are to be
placed, or to whom they are to be handed, Iiisa
task of great nicety. Any one oan sée how posi-
tively essential It ls that the dagger, the miniatore,
the purse of gold, the package of love letters, the
sword that broaks s0 casily across the Knee—that
such things should be exactly there at the right mo-
ment; and If they are not, Mr. Prompter 1s to blame,

Besldes all these, the prompter has yet other
duties. The books end manuscripta of the
theatre are in his charge. Many of the plays per-
formed by stars, now-a-days, are private property,
and unprinted, The actors are furnished with
written parts, which must be carefally gathered to-
gether after the run of the plece, and returned to
the owner, The prompter I8 responsible for the
safety of all such manusoripts. Furthormore, he
genera'ly, or very often, makes out the bills of the
theatre, and inserts the advertisements ln the news-
papers. This does not require mueh labor, bat it s
& work that meeds taste and tact, It 1s mentioned
to show the varled talents necessary in aman who
would 01 this diMonlt position well,

Of all impracticable things, It might be thought
that & stuttering prompter was the toughest, At
tirst blush it would seem indeed that he might as
well have no Longue a8 one not perfeotly nnder lus
control. Yet we have known & man who statiered
worse than an earthquake, and yet who was so
wvaluable to his proprietors that they would have
ralsed his galary three dollars & week any time
rather than bave lost him, This worthy man—
which his name was Brown—was long attached to a
leading Boston theatre. There was this pecullarity
about iim. At rehearsal.and at day.work geneially,
fis tongue led him such a lfe that he and his
friends were very often sick to death of it. It
seemed, however, whan the demand was really upon
him that his hesitancy of speech left, At night his
voloe was-generally ready. He occasionally went
on for & small pars (another item of work, by the
way), bis unruly tepgue very unfrequently golog
back on him atsuoh times, and st his post his sibll
1ant spesch Was a8 & rule unimpeachable, But not
always! And woe betide the unlucky actor who,
nshing for the word, glared lclly at the prompt.
